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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-41 are allowable over prior art. 

The following is an examiner's reason for allowance: Although prior art includes 
teachings of methods of interacting with a signaling tag, wherein the method includes 
receiving information regarding a signaling tag at a terminal at least partially over an air 
interface and if the terminal includes an application, performing a predefined action 
based upon the application and a state of the application, the identified prior art of 
record, taken alone, or in combination with any other prior art, fails to teach or fairly 
suggest the specific features of claims 1-41 of the present claimed invention. 
Specifically, prior art fails to teach the limitation of determining whether the terminal is 
actively operating an application before the predefined action is performed. This 
limitation is not disclosed in prior art and moreover, one of ordinary skill in the art would 
not have been motivated to come to the claimed invention.
